i It Is a singular thing, perhaps, tint In 
these days of commercialism, when every 
worthy Ideal seems lu eclipse, If not 
quite extinct, there should hare been 
'evolved at a polut In n great modern 
.city so satisfying an architectural har- 
mony. How can a period whk'h gives to 
New York so hideous a monstrosity as 
the "flat Iron" give to Its neighbor city 
Copley Square? 


All architecture breathes unconsciously 


the spirit of the purpose by which U Is 
created. 
The. "flat Iron'' was built to 


rent; Us purpose Is to get the greatest 
number of dollars out of the least possi- 
ble ground space. It Is because In Copley 
Square no one of the buildings which 
give It character Is touched oy the com- 
mercial taint, 4hat it carries one hack to 
.the days when men built as they loved 
'and loved as they built: It Is solely be- 
,cause these Copley Square buildings were 
'all conceived for the service of some sort 
of Ideal that It was possible for them to 
be built, as they vrcre, without reference 
to one another and yet achieve au artistic 
harmony, Had but one of them beeu cre- 
ated for ff gainful purpose, Copley Square 
must have teen 
Irretrievably marred, 


And when one encounters, as he does lu 
Boston today, the rumor that the syndi- 
cate which owns the ground under the 
Art Museum, Intends to clear lt-awny 
and erect a sky-scraper apartment hotel, 
one feols like leading all lovers of archi- 
tectural harmony In an orgaulzed revolt. 


Coming up Boylston street from 
the 


Public Garden, the Boston Library, with 
its noble aud majestic Hues, looms Into 
rl«w on the west side of the square. It Is 
Ilk* a great epic poem cut !>>to enduring 
'stone. It i-ipressea the aspiration of a 


• tree people. 
It Is not the gift of a 


"tainted money" baron, nnd one turns to 
It In Infinite satisfaction from the endless 
"gifts" of this man and that, and feels 
du expansion of the heart us be reads 
along Its matchless facade the words: 
"ilullt by the People and Dedicated to 
the Advancement of Learning." 
This, 


known throughout the county as the 


most Important of nil American libra- 
ries, and which Is admitted to be the 
most beautiful HBrary structure In the 
world, is the pioneer of free libraries 
cupported by general taxation. The Idea 
of the people building and maintaining 
their own libraries Is but one of the- 
many 
contributions that Massachusetts 


has made to the. country. 


The' Cyst™ Public Library was founded 


In 18J2, and the Idea wns so attractive to 
the people that by 1S80 the old building 
In Boyieston street, opposite tlie Common, 
contained more than 800,000 volumes. It 
wns strained to bursting, and tho trus- 
tees were In constant dread of loss by 
tire owing to the character of tbe sur- 
roun.llntf buildings. It was the state It- 
eelf that cnmo to the rescue. The com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts presented 
the Dartmouth street site, facing down 
Copley Square, and the city added some- 
thing to It by purchase. The liberality of 
the state Is tactfully and beautifully ac- 
"knowledgod by the Inscription along the 
Boylston 
street 
facade, 
which rends: 


"The Commonwealth" Requires the Edu- 
cation of tho People as the Snfegimrd of 
Order and Llbertv." 
Although the site 


was glvon In 1880 the present building 
was not begun until 1S88. 
It iihows Its 


long foreground. 
No beautiful thing Is 


either 'conceived or brought forth In a 
hurry. The study of plans was long an<! 
thorough .by men who were devoted to the 
Idea, aud the architects were at last se- 
lected—the New York firm ot\ MoKltn, 
Mead & White. Charles P. McKIm wns 
tho actual architect, designing the build- 
ing from cellar to rooftree. 


Prqbably no one ever rose to any kind 


of eminence, either In'literature or In art, 
when some envious person was not ready 
to accuse of plagiarism. If we have no 
sort of originality oursclves^K Is hard 
for us to refrain from picking flaws In 
the other fellow's. It la a limited and de- 
llcleut philosophy, however, that fails to 
see that we all Inherit nnd usa over an4- 
over agniu the same principles of art 
One Is no less the artist for recognising 
the special excellences In the work of an- 
other aud using those excellences, altered 
by his own Individual creative touches. 
Every life In the past has contributed to 
the entire sum of life today^and there la 
no more commendable honesty In the 
frank recognition of the race-obllgntfoiT 
than there Is In any attempted refutation 
of It. Mr. Bndyard Kipling's clever re- 
sponse to the usual charge of plagiarism 
should stand for all time and shame out 
of countenance the carping critics of ao- 
blc performances: 
"When 'omer amote.nls blopmln' lyre, 


'E'h heard men Elng on land nnd sea; 


And what 'e tho't 'e might require, 


'E went nnd took—the same as me." 
It has bean Intimated that the facade 


of the Boston Librjuy Is a copy of the 
Blbleothcquo Ste. vU'nevleve, at Purls. 
Thai ths buildings belong to the same 
tyiie Is T.nnutiiitiouable, and that the Paris 
buildintr mentioned was studied for Ideas 
and suggestions Is true, but iu their pro- 
portions and details—the essence of archi- 
tecture—they 
are 
absolutely 
different. 


The .library in Paris has 10 arches upon 
Its front Instead of 13. which fact alone 
would completely change the relative pro- 
portions of the two buildings, and skill In 
harjdliiis proportions Is the highest at- 
tribute of good architecture. 
The Ste. 


Gi'iievlcvB also has no molded course at 
the sills of the nrst story windows; has 
arched heads to those windows Instead of 
square; has one entrance archway only, 
and no platform—In nil of which points 
It differs from the Boston Library. But 
besides this it Is absolutely different In 
individual character. 
The two buildings 


resemble each other because they nre of 
n developed organized type, but so far as 
.similarity Is concerned one might as well 
Bay that all churches aro alike because 
they are. equipped with spires. 41'he sin- 
gle detail of the main doorway shows the 
assertion of nn American Idea of space 
and expansion, however Influenced by tho 
older model. The Boston Library design 
originally followed the Paris example In 
that It had only one entrance door. This 
was considered a mistake, as Inadequate- 
ly Indicating the public character of the 
building, and after much study the three 
eqnal arches were adopted. They.contrib- 
ute dignity nnd an impression of ampli- 
tude to the entrance which the oue door 
does uot produce. 
-So perfect ore the proportions of the 
building oue is loath to believe that Its 
height from the sidewalk to the top of 
the cornice Is 70 feet. The material used 
Is granite, quarried at Mllford, Mass.— 
grayish—white to the first glance of the 
eye, but more closely, especially la cer- 
tain lights, densely tinged with a delicate

facade, 
fronting 
Cop'ley 


Square, Is In two stories, the lower heav- 
ily und plainly built, the rusticated mas- 
onry, with Its conspicuous joints, giving 
the impression of solidity and strength 
In contrast to the upper story, which Is 
orcaded for its whole length with 13 mag- 
nificent window-arches. 
Above Is a rich 


cornice, «nd above that a purple tiled 
roof, showing a beautiful dark-brown In 
tte sunlight 
4 low grnnlte seat runs 


the entire; length of the facade. 
The 


whole building l« raised upon a low gran- 
ite platform, liroad and generous, giving 
it • dlgnlfled elevation above the flatness 
of the: square. In liront of -the platform 
low batter posts of granite are icatterc-d 
at Intervals along the edge of the side- 
walk. The tops of these post! are carved 
with lo^rellef eagles, the Idea belua 


tnk&n from similar posts at the foot of 
the staircase of the Piazza di Spagna, la 
Rome. 


The platform extends entirely round 


three facades of the building. Elsewhere 
three steps high, the platform rises sii 
steps In front of the main entrance. 
At 


the two corners of this six-step flight nre 
two large pedestals, now vacant, but for 
which Sir. Augustus St. Gaudens, the 
eminent New York scnlptorj Is at work 
upon two groups of bronze statuary. The 
design of these groups Is not yet deflnlte- 
•ly settled, but It Is probiiblo that they 
will be disposed IB th« following manner: 
On one side a single male, figure repre- 
senting Law, flanked by two female fig- 
ures representing 
Power nnd -Religion; 


on the other side a male figure represent- 
ing Labor, flanked by two female figures 
representing Art and Science. 
All the 


'figures are to bo seated nnd are to be of 
heroic size. 
For these groups Mr. St. 


Gaudens is to receive $30,000. 


On either side of the doorarches are 


large branched candelabra, four in num- 
ber, of greenish wrought Iron, which carry 
clusters of lanterns for electric lamps. 
The keystones of the side arches nre rery 
richly carved, and on the keystone of the 
center arch Is sculptured the helmeted 
head of the Roman Mlnerva,,:tbe work of 
St. Gaudens and Domingo Mora.

diately above Is the Inscription, "Free to

The three window arches .over the en- 


trance are occupied, below the wlndowa 
themselves, by the seals of the library, 
the city "and the commonwealth, sculp- 
tured In pink Tennessee marble. These, 
also are by St Ganden*. In the design 
oMhe first, two nude" boys, holding toe 
torches Of learning, act aj supporters to 
a shield which bears an open book and 
the dates In Roman numerals of the 
founding of the library and the-Incorpora- 
tion of tie board at trustee*—1352-1871 


Above the shield Is the motto, "Omnium 
Lux Civlum." 
Below are two twisting 


dolphins, Introduced to -signify the marl- 
time Importance ot isoston. 


To the right !« the seal of the city, 


with Its conventional view of Boston 
from tho harbor—the symmetrical slopes 
of Beacon Hill crowned with the dome 
of the state house, the dome which fir. 
Holmes called "the hub of the solar sys- 
tem;" To the left Is the seal of Mas- 
sachusetts 'with IU familiar Indian and 
motto.

The elaborate arcade of the front tarns 


both' eocners and continues down tbe 
side streets, Boylston and Biagdeu, pre- 
serving tbe beautiful lines of the Dart- 
mouth street elevation and making the 
building beautiful from every angle. Its 
position Is. by all odds the moat com- 
manding of the square, over which It 
seems to preside. In dignity and grandeur. 


Opposite, on the east side of the square, 


facing .the library, Is.Trinity Church, the 
church of Phillips Brooks. It la the mas- 
terpiece of the late H. H. Richardson, 
the best .known of American architects. 
Its noble proportions make It a fitting 
complement of tbe. library, the square 
being large enoug'h to exhibit both lu 
freedom and amplitude. 


The corner-stone of this edifice was laid 


by 
Phillips 
Brooks . with

ceremonies on May 20, 187S. On February 
8, 1877, the building was ready for oc- 
cnpancj.

obelisk of the towqr. It Is this effect that 
has been secured In the architecture of 
Trinity; tho great tower broods over the 
whole structure, giving It n repose, a dig- 
nity, nnd withal a harmony which well 
equips It to face the beautiful 
library 


across the square. 


Turning to the south side of the square 


one sees the beautiful facade of the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts, wholly differ- 
ent In design nnd material from Its sister 
buildings above described. This bulldlug 
nt Its Inception wns n during Innovation. 
Terra cotta wns almost eutlrely unknown 
as bulldlug material lu America when It 
was selected for use In the construction 
of the Museum. 
The supply was Im- 


ported from England after Investigation, 
ns a material which was durable, orna- 
•mental and not costly. During the time 
of Its construction, covering a period of 
four years, and for several years after, It 
attracted much attention and called out 
great diversity of comment. Americans 
were not accustomed to such strong con- 
trasts In color, which were declared to. be 
Inharmonious, but the exquisite gothlc 
modeling of the bulldlug received 'Miight 
but' commendation. 


At the years bare pawed the colors 


have mellowed; Ivy hat crept to the »ec- 
ond etory, still softening the contrasts, 
and today there are but few who fall to 
find a great pleasure ID looking at the 
building. Even on the'dullest daye Iti 
rich red coloring gives an atmosphere of 
warmth and life to the square that will 
be badly missed In tlie day of Its demo- 
lition. That It Is to be demolished before 
uotbtt daeade U aluoM certain.

Museum trustees have purchnsnl a n«w 
site upon the Penway-^_the salt swamp 
now transformed Into a beautiful |ilnl» 
nnce—and nt the expiration of tlie pro* 
ent lease, In 1011, the art treasures n-lll 
be moved Into a new building wlnwo light 
cannot be shut off by apartment hotcli, 
and where Us only danger from lire will 
lie within Its own precincts.
